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that all the articles comprising Open General Licence No, IX will be freely lioencod 
for imports from non-dollar sources. It should therefore be possible for importers to 
obtain necessary import lioenoeH for any shipments made after the 31st March 1948 
This period of 3 months is granted to enable them to obtain the necessary import' 
lioenoos. 

6. Period of validity of licences.— It has been decided that all licences issued on 
or aftor the 1st January 1948 should bo valid for shipments made within a period 
of six months from the date of issue of the lieenoe, except that the licences for articles 
which normally take a long period of time to deliver, may remain valid for a period 
of one year from the date of issue. The period of validity of each licence will 
be specified on it. The articles for which import licences will be valid for a period 
of one year are shown in Appendix D to this notice. 

7 .Form of application. — -Lt has often been found 1 hat the form of application 
for import licences does not adequately provide all the necessary information required 
for its consideration. A new form of application has accordingly been drawn up and 
published in this Publio Notice as Appendix E. 

Applications for import licences for January — -June 1948 should be made in this 
form and all the information required should be accurately and exhaustively fur- 
nished. Any application which is not made in this form or which dooB not furnish 
all the relevent information required by this form is liable to be summarily reject- 
ed. 

8. The. authorities to whom applications should be made. — Applications for import 
lieonoes for articles oomprisod in Part V of tho I.T.C. Schedule attached to the Com- 
merce Department Notification No. 23-I.T.C./43 dated the 1st July 1943, should be 
made to tho Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi. In addition, applications wilL 
bo received by the Chief Controller of Imports, Now Delhi, diretit for the items emu 
merate’d in Appendix E falling in Part IVof the iv J. T. C. Schedule, attached to Com- 
merce Department Notification No. 23-I.T.C./43 dated the 1st July 1943. 

9. Except for the articles in Appendix F, applied ions for imports of all artie 
falling in Part IV of tho l.T.C. Schedule should be made to the Import Trade Con- 
trollers at Bombay, Madras and Calcutta respectively. A pm 'cations for import li- 
cences for articles in Parts TI and III should be made to Ihe Deputy Chief Controller 
of Imports, Calcutta and Bombay respectively. 

10. Dates for making applications . — Tn order to facilitate quicker disposal of 
applications received for import licences, it has been decided to invite applications 
during January — Juno 1948 in three different batches. 

(i) Applications for import licences from actual consumers of goods, such as 
industrial concerns importing raw materials for their own use, will be 
received not before the 1st January 1948 and not later than the 20th 
January 1948. 

(it) Applications for import lioonces from importers who have imported 
similar goods in 1945-46 or earlier years will he received not earlier than 
the 20th January 1 948 and not later than the 10th February 1948. 

(Hi) Applications for import liccnoes from parties who have not imported 
similar goods during 1945-46 or earlim years, will be received not earlier 
than the 10th February 1948 and not lator than the 28th February 1948. 

11. Importers aro particularly requested to adhere to these dates so that the 
administrative work involved in the issue of import licences be properly spread over 
and be attended to with as much promptitude as possible. Those considerations 
particularly apply to the grant of import lioenoes for articles for which lioenoos to he 
issued aro subject to monotarv ooilings. Applications for import licences for freely
